furt, ninety mile* from Berlin, la the ' 
■♦ole sourve of the world'* supply. Be¬ 
fore the. mines were discovered the- 
; »e*t substitute which could be found 
'or the product vros wood ash. such as 
be southeru plantations used iu the 
•Id days for making lye soap. • The 
Prussian mines are ! twenty-seven In 
lumber und were devoted to the pro¬ 
duction of salt before rock salt was 
Uscovcrei 

When the new variety of salt was 
iiveu to the world the Prussia u mines 
were temporarily rbfm’.oned. and lu a 
few years a search lior rock salt was 
instituted. The salt' was found, hut 
In a badly adulterated coudltlou. and 
in analysis of the u-.l'u Iterant revealed 
the fact that It was fin* most valuable 
part of the mineral. The potash was 
at once turned to nic aa commercial ] 
fertiliser. 

The mines are controlled by n syndi¬ 
cate. They employ 21.000 men an I. 
yield 12200 car loads a day of potash. 
Of the entire output 75 per cent is 
used for agricultural purposes, while 
the remainder Is used for chemical 
purposes. It is largely utilized lu the 
yaulde process of extracting gold 
from the ore.-Loulsville Courier-Jour¬ 
nal.

He there- I 
fore suggested the name of Escbol 
Sellers for the hero of "The Glided 
Age." and Mark Twain used tbe name, j 
believing it to be fictitious. One of i 
tbe first copies of the book happened ! 
to be seen by Escbol Sellers, wbo went j 
nt once to Hartford and enjoined the 
publication. A compromise was ef- I 
footed by which the publishers paid , 
Sellers $5,000 for damages and ci* all I 
of tbe plates, removing the name | 
Escbol ami substituting that of Mul¬ 
berry. Escbol Sellers died St a very 
advanced age nt his pleasant borne on 
Missionary ridge, near Chattanooga.- 
Washington Star.
